The FBI director reached the mandatory retirement 
age for Federal employees in 1964, but former Presi- 
dent Johnson signed an executive order allowing Hoo- 
ver to remain on the job indefinitely. 

There have been repeated reports over the. past year

75. He reportedly has already informed President Nix- 
on that he. Hoover, wanted to remain until this par- 
ticular birthday celebration and will then be willing 
to step aside for a younger man.
